U.S. Thrift Hurts the Economy 


Recession likely to deepen as anxious Americans save more 


WASHINGTON I Americans are hunkering 
down and saving more. For a recession-bat- 
tered economy, it couldn’t be happening at 
a worse time. Economists call it the “para- 
dox of thrift.” What’s good for individuals — 
spending less, saving more — is bad for the 
economy when everyone does it. 

On Friday, the government reported 
Americans’ savings rate, as a percentage of 
after-tax incomes, rose to 2.9 percent in the 


last three months of 2008. That’s up sharp- 
ly from 1.2 percent in the third quarter and 
less than 1 percent a year ago. 

Like a teeter-totter, when the savings rate 
rises, spending falls. The latter accounts for 
about 70 percent of economic activity. When 
consumers refuse to spend, companies cut 
back, layoffs rise, people pinch pennies even 
more and the recession deepens. 

Suddenly, frugality is in style. Many econ- 


omists think the savings rate will keep rising, 
perhaps as high as 6 percent or more. 

The ripple effect has been brutal. The 
economy shrank at a 3.8 percent annual rate 
in the final three months of 2008, the worst 
showing in 26 years. The biggest reason was 
that consumer spending fell for a second 
straight quarter, something that hasn’t hap- 
pened since the 1990-91 recession. 

Analysts believe the hard times will persist 
in 2009 as anxious consumers delay purchases 
of cars and other big-ticket items, (ap)

Republicans say bill 
could fail in Senate if 
spending plan isn’t cut 

WASHINGTON! Senate Republican 
leader Mitch McConnell on Sun- 
day said the massive stimulus bill 
backed by President Obama and 
congressional Democrats could go 
down in defeat if it’s not stripped of 
unnecessary spending. 

McConnell and other Republi- 
cans said the bill needs an overhaul 
because it doesn’t pump enough 


money into the private sector 
through tax cuts while allowing 
Democrats to go on a spending 
spree unlikely to jolt the economy. 
The Republican leader also com- 
plained that Democrats had not 
been as bipartisan in writing the bill 
as Obama had said he wanted. 

“I think it may be time ... for 
the president to kind of get ahold 
of these Democrats in the Senate 
and the House, who have rather 
significant majorities, and shake 
them a little bit and say, ‘Look, 
let’s do this the right way,”’ McCo- 


nnell said. “I can’t believe that the 
president isn’t embarrassed about 
the products that 
have been pro- 
duced so far.” 

Sen. Jon Kyi 
of Arizona, the 
No. 2 Republi- 
can in the Senate, 
said he was see- 
ing an erosion of 
support for the bill and suggested 
that lawmakers consider begin- 
ning anew. 

“When I say ‘start from scratch,’ 


what I mean is that the basic 
approach of this bill, we believe, is 
wrong,” Kyi said. 

Rep. Barney Frank, D-Mass., the 
chairman of the House Financial 
Services Committee, said the bill 
was designed to help people who 
have been hurt in the economic 
meltdown as well as stimulate the 
economy. 

“I never saw a tax cut fix a 
bridge. I never saw a tax cut give 
us more public transportation. The 
fact is, we need a mix,” Frank said.

Texas Authorities 
Try to Quell Riot 
At Federal Prison 

PECOS, TEXAS I Law enforcement 
authorities in West Texas say they 
are trying to restore order at a pri- 
vately run federal prison where a 
riot broke out, the second distur- 
bance in as many months. 

Texas Department of Public Safe- 
ty spokeswoman Tela Mange said 
the riot at the Reeves County Deten- 
tion Center in Pecos was continuing 
Sunday, a day after it started. 

It wasn’t immediately clear how 
many inmates were involved. The 
facility about 430 miles west of Dal- 
las holds more than 2,400 inmates. 
A riot erupted there in December 
over requests for better medical 
treatment. Minor injuries were 
reported in that disturbance, (ap)

Explorers Locate Fabled Shipwreck

Remnants of British 
war ship may contain 
a bounty of gold coins 

TAMPA, FLA. I Deep-sea explorers 
who found $500 million in sunk- 
en treasure two years ago say they 
have discovered another prized 
shipwreck: a legendary British 
man-of-war that sank in the Eng- 
lish Channel 264 years ago. 

The wreckage of the HMS Vic- 
tory, found about 330 feet under- 
water, may carry an even bigger 
jackpot. Research indicates the 
ship was carrying 4 tons of gold 
coins when it sank in a storm, said 
Greg Stemm, co-founder of Odys- 
sey Marine Exploration. 

So far, two brass cannons have 
been recovered from the wreck, 
Stemm said. The company is nego- 


tiating with the British government 
over collaborating on the project. 
“This is a big one, just because 


of the history,” Stemm said. “Very 
rarely do you solve an age-old mys- 
tery like this.”

Thirty-one brass cannons and 
other evidence on the wreck allowed 
definitive identification of the HMS 
Victory, a 175-foot-long sailing ship 
that was separated from its fleet 
and sank in the English Channel 
on Oct. 4, 1744, with at least 900 
men aboard. The ship was the larg- 
est and most heavily armed vessel 
of its day. 

“We found this more than 50 
miles from where anybody would 


have thought it went down,” Stemm 
said. 

Newspapers of the day and other 
historical records analyzed by the 
company indicated that the Vic- 
tory sank off the Channel Island of 
Alderney near Cherbourg, France. A 
1991 British postage stamp depicts 
the Victory crashing on the rocks 
there. Pieces of the ship washed up 
in various places, but its final rest- 
ing place remained a mystery. 

The belief that the Victory 
crashed onto the rocks marred an 
otherwise exemplary service record 
of the ship’s commander, Sir John 
Balchin, and a lighthouse keeper 
on Alderney was prosecuted for 
failing to keep the light on. Odys- 
sey believes the discovery exoner- 
ates both men. 

“As far as the family is con- 
cerned, it is an astonishing revela- 
tion,” said Robert Balchin, a direct 
descendant of the commander. “It’s 
as if he’s sort of come alive again.”

Daschle 

Obamas HHS pick 
failed to pay thousands 
in taxes until recently 

WASHINGTON I Senators awaited 
guidance from the committee 
reviewing Tom Daschle’s nomina- 
tion to be health secretary before 
deciding whether the former Sen- 
ate majority leader’s big tax mistake 
might trip him up. 

Former colleagues on Sun- 
day described Daschle as a popu- 


lar public servant knowledgeable 
about health issues, yet they won- 
dered how one of their own could 
find himself in such a mess — and 
why the matter escaped Presi- 
dent Obama’s team of background 
checkers. 

Democrats expressed strong sup- 
port for Daschle, Obama’s choice 
to oversee a health care overhaul, 
and credited him with coming for- 
ward and acknowledging a mistake. 
Republicans took some shots at 
the new administration now that

pickto be the next health secretary. 


a second Cabinet pick had run into 
tax problems and an earlier nomi- 
nee withdrew amid a grand jury 
investigation. 

The Senate Finance Committee 
planned to meet in executive ses- 
sion Monday to discuss the nomi- 
nation. 

“I’m going to wait until they 
give me their opinion,” said Senate 
Republican leader Mitch McCon- 
nell of Kentucky. 

But a Democratic committee 
member, Sen. John Kerry of Mas- 


sachusetts, brushed aside concerns 
that Daschle’s nomination was in 
jeopardy. “Not for me, and I hope 
not for fair-minded and thoughtful 
people,” he said. 

Daschle recently filed amended 
tax returns to report $128,203 in 
back taxes and $11,964 in inter- 
est. The amended returns reflect 
additional income for consulting 
work, the use of a car service and 
reduced deductions for charitable 
contributions. 

“This is a legitimate issue,” said 
Sen. Susan Collins, R-Maine. “We 
need some answers. We need more 
of an explanation than we have

Israel Threatens ‘Harsh’ Retaliation

Hamas under fire after 
latest round of missile 
attacks hurts 3 Sunday 

JERUSALEM I Israel’s prime minis- 
ter threatened “harsh and dispro- 
portionate” retaliation after Gaza 
militants fired at least 10 rockets 
and mortar shells into southern 
Israel on Sunday, wounding three 
and raising the risk of fresh violence 
days ahead of elections. 

All three candidates to replace 
Prime Minister Ehud Olmert in 


the Feb. 10 vote leveled their own 
threats against Gaza’s Hamas rul- 
ers. 

Since an unwritten truce ended 
Israel’s offensive in Gaza two weeks 
ago, rocket and mortar fire from the 
Palestinian territory has increased 
steadily. 

Israeli retaliation, including 
brief ground incursions and bomb- 
ing runs aimed at rocket launchers 
and smuggling tunnels, is inten- 
sifying. 

A late afternoon mortar barrage 
on the village of Nahal Oz, next to 


the Gaza border fence, wounded two 
soldiers and a civilian, the military 
and rescue services said. Earlier, a 
rocket landed near a kindergar- 
ten near Gaza, 
police spokesman 
Micky Rosenfeld 
said. 

Even before 
the mortars hit 
Nahal Oz, Olmert 
told his Cabinet 
that “if there is 
shooting at residents of the south, 
there will be an Israeli response that 


will be harsh and disproportionate 
by its nature.” 

Hamas spokesman Taher Nunu 
said Olmert’s threat was an attempt 
by Israel to “find false pretexts to 
increase its aggression against the 
people” of Gaza. 

Hamas has not taken respon- 
sibility for the new attacks, which 
have been claimed by smaller mili- 
tant groups. But Israel says it holds 
Hamas, which has ruled Gaza since 
seizing power in June 2007, respon- 
sible for all attacks coming from 
there, mark lavie (ap)

Rebels Release 4 Hostages 

Colombia’s badly battered FARC 
rebels delivered three police officers 
and a soldier to the International 
Red Cross on Sunday in a mission 
marred by accusations of military 
interference. A Brazilian military 
helicopter retrieved the four hostages 
from a longtime guerrilla stronghold 
in Colombia’s southern jungles. A 
reporter accompanying the mission 
said it was hounded by military over- 
flights. “The operation was basically 
on the verge of being aborted,” Jorge 
Enrique Botero told the Venezuelan 
television network Telesur. (ap) 

KABUL 

Afghans Decry U.S. Raid 

Hundreds of Afghans demonstrated 
Sunday against an overnight U.S. 
military raid that one villager said 
killed several civilians. The Amer- 
ican military said its forces killed 
only two militants. The angry pro- 
testers gathered on the main high- 
way linking Kabul and Kandahar 
near the site of the raid, the latest 
to stir up Afghan ire against for- 
eign forces accused of killing civil- 
ians. (AP)

Hospital Targeted in War

MOLO, KENYA I The explosion of an 
overturned tanker could be felt 
for miles, and the moments that 
followed haunted survivors: peo- 
ple ablaze, their clothes burned 
off, running to the bush in a futile 
effort to escape the pain and beg- 
ging for help. 

More than 100 people were killed, 
and, on Sunday, another 200 injured 
in the inferno overwhelmed hospi- 
tals, where victims lined the floors, 
hooked to drips and moaning in 
pain. Authorities expected the death 
toll to rise and were searching the 
scorched woods for corpses. 

Hundreds of impoverished peo- 
ple had flocked to the overturned 
tanker Saturday to siphon fuel 
when it exploded, likely sparked 
by a cigarette. 

“Everybody was screaming, 
and most of them were running 
with fire on their bodies; they were 
just running into the bush,” said 
Charles Kamau, 22, who was driv- 
ing through Molo Saturday night 
when he saw the road blocked by 
hundreds of people with jerry cans, 
plastic bottles and buckets — any- 


thing to siphon some free fuel. 

The explosion was one of this 
East African nation’s deadliest acci- 
dents and highlighted the despera- 
tion of people living in the poorest 
continent in the world. 

“Poverty is pushing our people 
into doing desperate things just to 


get through one more day,” Prime 
Minister Raila Odinga said at a hos- 
pital in Nakuru, near Molo. 

The Kenyan government has 
been criticized for poor safety reg- 
ulations recently. Nearly 30 people 
died Wednesday when a massive 
fire swept through a supermarket 


in downtown Nairobi. 

Vice President Kalonzo Musyo- 
ka said the country was enduring 
a time of tragedy. “Everybody is in 
shock, with the fire coming as it 
does just days after the other blast,” 
he said as he toured the scene in

epidemiologist responded when 
asked whether much of the nation 
might be spared this year. “Oh, no, 
it’ll get here.” 

The weekly survey conducted by 
the CDC during flu season found 
localized outbreaks of the illness in 
Maryland and sporadic cases in the 
District, but Virginia was the only 
state in the country so far where 
the flu was widespread.

After all, Apple Inc.’s device, like 
other gadgets with touch-screen 
technology, will work only with 
the touch of an uncovered finger. 
So, if you’re wearing gloves, you 
have a dilemma: Bare your hands 
to use your beloved devices, or let 
calls, texts and e-mails go unan- 
swered while you’re braving the 
elements? 

A company called 4sight Prod- 
ucts Inc. has a solution: $40 gloves 
that have electrically conductive 
gold- colored material on the tip 
of the index finger and thumb. 
Apple must think it’s a good idea, 
too — it has filed an application 
with the U.S. Patent and Trade- 
mark Office for gloves that would 
essentially do the same thing. 
(Apple didn’t return a call seek- 
ing comment.) 

The gloves, sold under the Tavo 
brand, aren’t perfect. But they 
could be a welcome addition for 
people who need to answer a call 
in the cold or can’t wait to get to a 


warmer location before firing off 
a text message or e-mail. 

My first encounter with using 
my iPhone 3G in very cold tem- 
peratures happened while I was 
visiting Chicago in late December. 
That presented challenges I usu- 
ally don’t encounter in my warmer 
home base, Virginia. 

It hadn’t crossed my mind 
that I wouldn’t be able to answer 
my phone with gloves on, but, 


alas, as the iPhone rang, I tried 
sliding the button on the touch 
screen to answer. Unable to get a 
reaction from the phone, I franti- 
cally pulled off one of my gloves, 
just in time for the call to go to 
voice mail. 

For the rest of the trip, tak- 
ing off my gloves to use the phone 
became an unwelcome ritual. 

So, I took the Tavo gloves when I 
made my next trip — to the subzero 


temperatures of Montreal. 

Walking along the snow-piled 
streets in my bomber hat, the last 
thing I wanted to do was take off 
my gloves. 

And for the most part, the gloves 
allowed me to use my phone with 
few problems. The gloves have a 
tactile grip, which makes it easier 
to hold onto the iPhone. 

Handling calls worked best, 
since the touch-sensitive area of 
the iPhone screen is larger when

you’re making phone calls. 

But typing proved to be a bigger 
challenge. While trying to send a 
text message to a friend with the 
gloves on, I couldn’t manipulate 
the small on-screen keyboard but- 
tons as quickly and as accurately 
as usual. That meant standing in 
the cold longer in order to send the 
message. I even decided to take the 
gloves off a few times when I got 
too frustrated. 

Nevertheless, I was certainly 
glad to have the Tavo gloves when I 
needed them most. When it’s minus 
22 F, I’d rather not have to choose 
between missing a call and losing 
a finger, michael felberbaum (ap) 


Comcast Testing 
New Free Wi-Fi 
Service in N.J. 

PHILADELPHIA I Comcast Corp. is 
testing a free wireless Internet ser- 
vice for its cable subscribers in parts 
of New Jersey, following in the foot- 
steps of a fellow cable operator. 

Comcast shadowed Cablevision 
Systems Corp., which is offering 
Wi-Fi in its Long Island, Connecti- 
cut and Westchester markets, and 
will complete the wireless rollout 
by early 2010. 

The collaboration is meant to 
extend the reach of each cable 
operator’s Wi-Fi; a Comcast cus- 
tomer can access his cable opera- 
tor’s Wi-Fi in certain Cablevision 
markets and vice versa. 

Comcast spokeswoman Mary 
Nell Westbrook said Wi-Fi speeds 
will be 1.5 Megabits per second, 
comparable to DSL at home. Users 
will be asked for the username and 
password they use for Comcast’s 
Internet service before they can 
access Wi-Fi. 

If all goes well, Comcast could 
decide to roll out the free service 
nationwide, to be accessed by lap- 
tops and other Wi-Fi devices. 

Comcast, the nation’s largest 
cable operator, has set up equipment 
at about 100 New Jersey Transit 
commuter rail stations and park- 
ing lotS.

Nadal Tops Federer in Another Epic 


Swiss star sobs after 
falling in 5-set classic 
at the Australian Open 

TENNIS I Roger Federer had nowhere 
to hide. 

Rod Laver was about to present 


the cup to Australian Open cham- 
pion Rafael Nadal. Federer stood 
on the court, having just missed 
his first chance to equal Pete Sam- 
pras’ record 14 Grand Slam singles 
titles. 

He was sobbing. He couldn’t 
speak. 


“In the first moment, you’re dis- 
appointed, you’re shocked, you’re 
sad; then, all of a sudden it over- 
whelms you,” Federer finally said, 
referring to his 7-5, 3-6, 7-6 (3), 3-6, 
6-2 loss to Nadal in a momentum- 
swinging, four-hour, 22-minute title 
match Sunday night. 


“The problem is you can’t go in 
the locker room and just take it easy 
and take a cold shower. You’re stuck 
out there. It’s the worst feeling. ... 
It’s rough.” 

Nadal, the first Spanish man 
to win the Australian Open, beat 
Federer in Grand Slam finals on clay 
and grass last year. He added the 
missing link Sunday with his first 
major title on hard courts. 

The 22-year-old Spaniard is 5-2 
against Federer in championship 
matches at the majors — 3-0 in 
the last three — and 13-6 in career 
meetings. The most riveting was 
Nadal’s five-set, four-hour, 48-min- 
ute win over Federer at Wimbledon 
last year, ending the Swiss star’s 
five-year reign on grass. 

Now, 40 years after Rod Laver 
last won the Grand Slam, Nadal 
is the only man who can emulate 
him in 2009. 

Federer had been the most likely 
of the recent contenders, missing by 
one in 2006 and 2007 — losing to 
Nadal at Roland Garros both years. 
Clay remains his obstacle. And the 
French Open was the only major 
missing in Sampras’ career. 

“God, it’s killing me,” Federer 
said, crying, as he accepted the 
runner-up plate. He returned to 
congratulate Nadal within minutes, 
saying: “You deserved it. You played 
a fantastic final.” john pye (ap)

Olympic gold medalist 
admits ‘bad judgment’ 
after picture surfaces 

damage CONTROL I Olympic great 
Michael Phelps acknowledged 
“regrettable” behavior and “bad 
judgment” after a photo in a Brit- 
ish newspaper Sunday showed him 
inhaling from a marijuana pipe. 

In a statement to The Associ- 
ated Press, the swimmer who won 
a record eight gold medals at the 
Beijing Games did not dispute the 


authenticity of the exclusive picture 
published Sunday by the tabloid 
News of the World. 

“I engaged in behavior which 
was regrettable and demonstrat- 
ed bad judgment,” Phelps said in 
the statement released by one of 
his agents. “I’m 23 years old and 
despite the successes I’ve had in 
the pool, I acted in a youthful and 
inappropriate way, not in a manner 
people have come to expect from 
me. For this, I am sorry. I promise 
my fans and the public it will not 
happen again.” 


News of the World said the pic- 
ture was taken during a Novem- 
ber house party while Phelps was 
visiting the Uni- 
versity of South 
Carolina nearly 
three months 
after the Beijing 
Olympics. While 
the newspaper 
did not specifi- 
cally allege that 
Phelps was smoking pot, it did say 
the pipe is generally used for that 
purpose and anonymously quoted 


a partygoer who said the Olympic 
champion was “out of control from 
the moment he got there.” 

The U.S. Olympic Commit- 
tee said it was “disappointed in 
the behavior recently exhibited 
by Michael Phelps,” who broke 
Mark Spitz’s 36-year-old record for 
most gold medals in an Olympics. 
“Michael is a role model, and he is 
well aware of the responsibilities 
and accountability that come with 
setting a positive example for oth- 
ers, particularly young people,” the

Comic Steve Martin 
inspects his reprise 
of his Clouseau role 

BUFFOONERY I “He’s likable because 
he’s a little bit of a jerk,” says actor 
Steve Martin, describing Inspector 
Jacques Clouseau, the character he 
reprises in “The Pink Panther 2.” 

“His qualities are pettiness, ego- 
centricity, lack of intelligence, bum- 


bling, oh, and arrogance. In real 
life, you’d go, ‘Get me out of here!’ 
It’s strange what film does.” 

Martin’s first outing as the iconic 
inspector, immortalized by Peter 
Sellers in the earlier “Pink Panther” 
comedies, was a worldwide suc- 
cess in 2006. “‘The Pink Panther’ 
is international,” Martin observes. 
“It will travel. A lot of American 
comedies don’t travel.” 

In keeping with its global appeal, 


the sequel boasts an international 
cast, including John Cleese, Jeremy 
Irons, Alfred Molina, Andy Gar- 
cia and Aishwarya Rai Bachchan. 
Holdovers include Jean Reno as 
Officer Ponton, Clouseau’s reliable 
sidekick, and Emily Mortimer as his 
love-struck assistant Nicole. 

This time around, Clouseau is 
called to crack a case involving the 
disappearance of legendary trea- 
sures — including the priceless Pink 


Panther diamond — with an assist 
from a “dream team” of detectives 
from around the world. 

Martin, 63, couldn’t wait to 
reprise the role. “I love it,” he says. 
“I’d be happy if I kept playing this 
role for the rest of my life.” 

The physical comedy appeals 
to him. He enjoyed the opportu- 
nity to use his juggling skills in 
one scene in which his character 
inadvertently causes mayhem at a 
restaurant, sending bottles of wine 
flying. He also enjoyed squaring 
off with Ponton’s kids in a comical 
fight sequence. “It is very similar 
to the Cato karate fights,” in the 
original, he says. 

Martin was pleased with the 
caliber of the actors who agreed to 
be part of the sequel. “It was really 
thrilling,” he recalls. “You think, 
‘What are they doing this for?”’ 

“Pink Panther 2” reunites Mar- 
tin with Lily Tomlin, with whom 
he starred in the 1984 comedy “All 
of Me.” Though they worked off 
the script, the two comedians also 
riffed and bantered in their scenes 
together. “It was just like old-home 
week,” he says. “I hope that on the 
DVD they’re able to release all of 
Lily’s ad-libs, because she got quite 
risque.” 

Martin says there will be no 
chapters added. “I realized that it’s 
before you make it that’s interest- 
ing,” he says. “In any other profes- 
sion, when you make it, you end up 
wearing a suit and sitting behind 
a desk. When you make it in show 
business, you end up in a clown suit

A Refreshed ‘Prince’ 


Will Oldham issues a 
warning as he hones 
his indie-rock niche 

SOLO I It’s taken 16 years, but Will 
Oldham has slowly managed to 
cross over from indie-rock cult hero 
to an enigmatic, alt-country heavy- 
weight, releasing seven full-length 
albums this decade alone. A recent 
New Yorker profile exposed what 
fans have long known: He has little 
patience for the promotional aspects 


of selling records. But he’s chatting 
with the media about “Beware!,” a 
new album due out March 17 under 
his Bonnie “Prince” Billy moniker. 

For the set, he spent three 
months writing in Sausalito, Calif., 
after being accepted at an artist’s 
residency called the Marine Head- 
lands Conservatory. 

“Because I didn’t have lots of the 
normal tensions of music being forced 
on me, or family being forced on me, 
I was really thinking about music 
I love and am intrigued by,” he says.

“Beware!” mirrors the countrified 
feel of 2007’s “Lie Down in the Light,” 
but songs like “My Life’s Work” and 
“Hearts Arms” have a bluesy quality 
recalling Oldham’s days working under 
the name Palace. “Without Word, You 
Have Nothing” pairs Oldham with a 
bongo groove and saxophone, conjur- 
ing a feeling of optimism. 

“Being away from everyone I 
knew was a force itself, as were the 
natural forces — crazy fog, wind, 
rain, rattlesnakes, coyotes,” he says. 
“But mostly, my brain was free every 
day to go wherever it wanted to go 
for this one three-month period of 
my life. It was kind of a joy to think, 
‘I can create all the forces myself.”

ROMANCE I Based on the best-sell- 
ing book, “He’s Just Not That Into 
You” is the latest feature film from 
Ken Kwapis.

Pop and Perseverance 


Summer-hit singer 
Katy Perry dives into 
the talent pool again 

POWER PLAY I If you’ve only seen vid- 
eos of Katy Perry singing “I Kissed a 
Girl” and “Hot N Cold,” looking like 
the love child of Zooey Deschanel 
and an anime character, you might 
take her for a lightweight. She gig- 
gles, does exaggerated pantomimes 
of femininity, and jumps into cakes 
at award shows. But Perry doesn’t 
mind underplaying her hand. While 
she was “failing” — being dropped 
by three record labels before the 
age of 24 — she was taking notes 
the entire time. 

“I Kissed a Girl,” the first single 


from her album “One of the Boys,” 
spent seven weeks atop the Bill- 
board Hot 100 last summer and 
has sold 3.1 million downloads. 
The follow-up single, “Hot N Cold,” 
reached No. 3 on the Hot 100 and 
has sold 2.9 million downloads. 
Her third single, “Thinking of You,” 
has sold 97,000 copies. Her album 
has sold 806,000 copies since its 
release in June, but if she was hit- 
ting 15 years ago, she’d probably be 
reaching Alanis Morissette levels 
of album sales. 

That change in the music busi- 
ness is not lost on Perry. “People 
got burned by too many uneven 
records,” she says. “I personally 
can’t live without iTunes.” Her man- 
ager, Bradford Cobb, isn’t worried.

He believes that Perry shouldn’t 
be painted as a two-hit wonder. 
“‘Thinking of You’ will be the tip- 
ping point that gets people to buy 
the whole album,” he says. “It will 
show the depth and range she has 
as an artist.” 

Throughout her career, Perry 
has proved resilient. While she was 
waiting to find a new label, Perry 
took a job at the independent A&R 
company Taxi Music to pay the bills. 
“I was sitting in a cube, listening to 
all this horrible music people had 
sent in and critiquing it, because I 
was supposed to be helping them 
get ahead in the music industry,” 
she says. “Then [former Capitol 
president] Jason Flom called me. 
That day I went out for coffee and 
never went back.” 

Perry is focused on using every- 
thing she learned in the past to 
build her career. “There are times 
I want to call up the old labels and 
say, ‘Now who’s laughing?”’ she says.

Performers are being 
laid off in droves as 
ticket sales disappear 

After 30 years as a professional 
violinist, Vivian Wolf thought the 
days of nerve-racking auditions 
were behind her. Then, the reces- 
sion hit. 

In the span of a month, an opera 
company with which Wolf played 
for 19 years abruptly shut down, and 
another orchestra slashed concerts 
to stay afloat. 

“I’m actually practicing like a 
maniac to take auditions,” says 
Wolf, who has seen her income 
drop by at least one-third. “It’s very 
frightening, and I’m even looking 
into doing something else because 
I’m not quite sure how I’m going 
to make it.” 

Wolf isn’t alone. Performers 
are scrambling across the nation, 
as symphonies, operas, theaters 
and ballet troupes struggle under 
the weight of shriveling donations, 
plummeting ticket sales and sag- 
ging endowments decimated by 
Wall Street.

From Baltimore to Detroit to 
Pasadena, venerable performing 
arts institutions are laying off per- 
formers, cutting programming, can- 
celing seasons, and doing without 
new sets and live music. Some are 
closing down completely. 

Those on the brink face the dif- 
ficult task of soliciting money from 


loyal donors who might be fac- 
ing bankruptcy or unemployment 
themselves. 

“You can’t expect people to do 
something that they’re not able to 
do,” David DiChiera, general director 
of Michigan Opera Theater and the 
Detroit Opera House, says. “We’re 
really functioning within a tsunami 
of economic and financial disasters, 
and we’re just doing everything we 
have to do to get through.” 

Those working feverishly to 
keep the arts alive point to a 2007 
study that found nonprofit arts 
groups and their audiences gener- 
ate $166 billion in economic activ- 
ity each year and support nearly 
6 million jobs. 

The report by the national 
nonprofit Americans for the Arts 
found those institutions get half 
their money from ticket sales,

40 percent from donations and 
10 percent from the government 
— all of which have taken big hits 
during the economic downturn. 

Bob Lynch, the group’s presi- 
dent and CEO, says about 10,000 
arts organizations nationwide — 
about 10 percent of the total — have 
shut down or stand on the verge of 
collapse. 

“It’s the worst I’ve seen it,” Lynch 
says. “They’re desperate. In every 
state, we’re seeing some organiza- 
tions going under.” 

Many in the arts, too, think 
the crunch is only the beginning, 
since many organizations are still 
operating on budgets that include 
sales and donations from last 
spring and summer, when times 
were better. 

Leaders of national arts orga- 
nizations have been lobbying the 
Obama administration and Con- 
gress for $1 billion of the federal 
bailout money and the creation of 


a White House arts czar. 

“The president is talking about 
creating and retaining billions of 
jobs — and thousands of those 
jobs are arts jobs,” says Marc Scor- 
ca, president and CEO of Opera 
America. “Those programs will 
disappear if we have to endure the 


current situation without some 
assistance.” 

Some groups are trying to edu- 
cate nonprofits about staying afloat. 
The New York-based League of 
American Orchestras has creat- 
ed a 45-minute Web seminar on 
money management for its mem- 


bers and held a recent conference 
on financial planning and fund- 
raising strategies. 

Such assistance may come too 
late for some organizations. 

The Michigan Opera Theater, 
in its 38th season, has a deficit of 
about $600,000 because of declin- 
ing donations from Detroit’s Big 
Three automakers, DiChiera said. 
The opera is also having difficulty 
securing a credit line and has huge 
mortgage payments on its opera 
house and related retail space. 

DiChiera has canceled a produc- 
tion, laid off some employees, cut 
others to part time and postponed 
plans to build an endowment fund. 
He prays every day that another 
major corporate sponsor won’t 
announce bankruptcy or layoffs. 

“You don’t know they’re com- 
ing until they suddenly appear 
on your doorstep in the paper,” he 
says. “It’s a very volatile situation.”
